SUPREME COURT. 
IN APPELLATE JURISDICTION. 
(Before Dis Honour J, W. Carrington, 
nef Fustice, and Mr T. Sercombe 
Anvith, Acting Puisne Judge), 
‘Thursday, Jano 31, 
EAM SIN SHANG AND ANOTHEE v, P.O, 
JOSEPH LEONARD. 

The ‘appellanta ara tha Man Fuk Com. 
pany, the Opium Farmers,and they appealed | 
against tho decision of Mr T. Noreombe 
Smith, Acting Police Mogistrate, on the 
19th November, when tho appollants wore | 
fined $000 for moving opium between the 
hours of 7 pn. and Sam. en the 26h June | 
without baving the necessary permit under 
the Ordinance. 

Mr J, J. Franois, instructud by Mr H. 
L, Donays, conducted tho c.so for the ap- 
pollants, and Hon, H, E. Pollock, Acting 
Attorusy Gonersl, inatructed by Mr A. B. 
Johnson, conducted the oaao for tho Orown. 

This ouse has boon diecussed In dierent 
forms on sovoral occasiona both in tho 
Appeal Court and the Police Court, Two 
Doatmen wore chargud at tho Polio Court 
in tho first instanco with tho offence bofore 
‘Hon. H. E. Wodebouse, bat on the ground 
that the opium bolongad to the opium 
farmora the Maglatrate dismiasod tho cusv, 
‘An oppeal on the part of tho Orown waa 
upbold by the -higher Court, The opium 
datmors ware thon charged with moving 
tho opium. The Magistrate dismissed thia 
charge on tho ground that the dofondanta 
did not authorise nor were they aware of tho 
removal of tho opium. The Crown again 
appealed, and the Appeal Court sont the 
caso back to the Magistrate with tho in- 
mation that previous knowledgo was not 
neceseary to 3 conviction, Hon, H. E. 
Wodchouso, having toft the Colony, the 
Court ordered the case to bo entirely | 
ro-heard by Mr T. Sorcombe Smith, Acting 
Polico Magistrate, “Tho cago wha -hoard on 
the 12th and 19th Wovember, and the 
Opium farmors wero fincd $500, ind the 
opium forfeited. Thia dccision the ap- 
t wished to be set aside. 

Mr Francis argued at considerdblo longth 
on the aim of sections 10 and\JJ of Or- 
dinance 22 of 1887, Scctlon 11 referred 
solely to the owners of tho opium, He 
gsaked if thore was apy avidonce buforo the 
Magistrate to docido the cass. Ho sub- 
mitted there was no ovidence to show 
tha defendants allowed the opium to 
be moved after soven o’clook,  Thoy 
must doal witb tho facta before the Court. 
A lotter had baer deitt: to tho Colonial 
Becrotary, dated 16th Soptombor, 1895, 
elsiming the opium. ‘This letter was not 
attached to the caso, and thoy must, thore- 
fore, just doal with the facts before the 
Court, There was no findiog’ on fact that 
the appellants wore moving the opium or 
that the porsons who wero actually moving 
it wore their servants: or in their employ, 
Tbe Court had no powor to drawinforences 
that the appellants were moving opium. 
Assuming that the two persons in the boat 
wero the servants of the appollanta how 
wero they to know but thot thoy were 
acting outside their authority. Thero waa 
no evidenco they wera moying it by 
tho wish, directions or authority of tho 
appollants, Tho pooplo in the boat might 
have boon stealing the opium, they might 
have boen moving their boat to get water 
or they might, have been-going on some 


_ expedition of thoir own,

The Chief Justica said the quostion wag 
whother or ot the facts proved in the 
Court bolow and found and stated in the 
apecial casa make tho appellants guilty of 
that offence or not, Tho offence for which 
the appollanta were brought before the 
Court below waa that of moving with- 
in prescribed hours without having complied 
qwith tho prescribed conditions, It was for 
tho Couct to sey whethor tho facts were 
pufficlent to convict in this case, He ro- 
ferrad to a good many cases having re- 
ference to the matter of siclun property, 
Wheres porson was found in possession of 
recontly stolen property, and was charged 
with having received it knowing it to 
be atolon, that person was under an 
obligation to giva evidence explaining awey 
ony presumption raised against him.

, BRITIBH INTERENTS AY STAKE. 


Thore isa xvod ‘deal worth considuring 
in a letter which ‘Lieutenant R. N, Re. 
tired,’ who statics that he has beon in the 
Chinsso Government service for the last 
two years, haa addressed to the Standard 
on‘ British iotoreste tn China,’ He thinks 
that no one who has had any recent ox 
perience in Ohina doubta tho oxistonca of 
some sccret arrangement between Russia 
and Ohina :— ee 
Lhava had the opportunity of speaking 
famliarly with many Chineso officials, both 
during and aftor the China-Japon war, and 
it seems to be firmly sottled in their minds 
that China was deserted by England during 
that orlais, thoir idea bolog that England 
hod alwoys posed ag the particular friend 
of Ohina, and that she ought, as goun as it 
wan ovident that Ohina was gatting the

{ng at all favourabla to closée friondship | 
with Englaid., The hotter informed of the 
Chinese oflicisla aro woll aware of the 
failing influence of tha dynesty, the-mora 
80 a8 tho people at largo have an idea, sup- 
ported and fosterod by prophecies aud 
omens, that a change of Govorument is at 
hand, vt 

All Oriental Governmenta are corrupt, 
and, strangely cnough, it appears that tho 
massea prefer the ayetom of favouritiem 
and back-atuir influence to justice a3 was 
derstood by Western nations; bat it is 
boing slowly impressed on the minds of 
QOhinamen that their Guvernment has zone 
beyond the ordinary limita of Oriental cor- 
ruption, and that it is time things wore 
altercd, This possibility has naturally 
qteatly exorcised the minds of tho officiala, 
for, of course, it moans to them loss of 
plunder and position; consequently, thoy 
are looking round for any means that will 
bolster up thomselyes and thoir Guvera- 
ment, stany rate, for their time (altraiam 
boing unknown in China). In the mean- 
time, thoy are pocketing every’ dollar thoy 
can lay hands on, and in many cusos invest- 
ing in foreign securities, There ia guod 
reason to suppose that maturally thoy 
would have turned to England, but Eng. 
land, ao they consider, sold them, and tho 
next on the list is undoubtedly Russia, 
ospeciaily ay Russia is ‘throatening them ; 
and next to gain, fear appears to havo tho 


that there wore ouch gocictios in existence 
isthe Missions ta Seamen, who provided a 
(rue friend for the sailor whea lending os a 
tranger in strange ports... Inquiry oaght 
to be made as to the causes whiob indaced 
ten to deacrt their ehipa abroad, He

If. wo can coutrol the Yang-Tse Valluy it is 
not of nearly 20 much importanco what 
Russia does up orth, and if Russia and 
ourselves come to an agreement, tho mote 
tex is practically sottled. . : : 

Jt is, no doubt, premature to think of 
taking chargo of the Yang-Tse (although I 
think and hopo it is only a mattor of time), 
butit seems necessary to have some for- 
tress and depot noarer~ than Hongkong, 
and for thia purpuso the, Chusan Islands 
appear peculiarly suitable, eapedially as wo 
havo already a sort of lien on them, dating 
from the Inst ‘Treaty. ‘Thoro ia, no doubt 
that a strongly-fortified ‘station at Chusan 
would effoatually control the entranca to 
the Yang-Tse, and would be o counter- 
poise tothe possession by the Russians of 
Port Arthur, should the latter fall into 
their hands, It is supposed that, in the 
case of hostilities ia tho Fur Enst, Japaa 
would bo our ally, and that we ahouid 
have tho advantage of the use of their har- 
bours and naval.depots og a base fur our 
fleat. But Japan is not altogather to ue 
trusted. There is at this moment a con- 
siderable party in the country who are in 
favour of Russia os an ally, rather than 
England, 2 

China will undoubtodly become in time 
ono of the beat markets in the world, 
Thora are over 300,000,000 of people re- 
quiring various commodities; and, 04 to 
the cowatry itaclé it ia full. of potential 
wealth, only awaiting development, Whon 
wo consider that England’s wealth and po« 
sition Gepond to an onormous extent on 
her finding now markota,; it would bs 5 
thousand pities to allow thia great opportn- 
nity to slip. Tha fear in that our attention 
may bo diverted “by other isstes at this 
crucial’ time, and that . wo may, ba left be- 
hind in the industrial atruggle in the: Far 

ast, On the other band, it ia comforting 
to remember thst our present powerful 
position in the world is owing more to tho 
energy and capabilities of individuals than 
to any brilliant diplomatic victories.

many are gteator than British exports to 
these countries, and as, even if the wbjec.

could still bo mado amonable to the general 
most-favoured-nation clause, ”vhich forma 
part of the treaties, itis suggested that If 
tho proposition wore made to the countries 
in question thay would prefer the modifi- 
cations of the treaties rather: than thoir, 
abrogation.

Retaliation on tho part of foreign coun- 
tries is not anticipated ax the result of the 
adoption of the achamo, becaues their im- 
port duties aro now as high, gonorally 
spoaking, as thoy can be made, aud auy 
increate would react op the countries thom- 
selves, Bosidos, with the Imperial Customs 
Union in existence, o policy of retaliation 
would hardly be lightly undertakon. 

Tho following aro some of the advant- 
ages which it’ is claimed would be derived 
by the Mother Country on the one hand, 
and the Colonies and possessions on the 
otber, from tha adoption -of « scheme of 
commorcial federation, It would bring the 
Mother Oountry into closer union with the 
Colonies. By giving proferential troat-
